than '22 years old, is considered one 
of the best revolver shots in Alabama. 
He was a rjuict fellow and was point- 
ed to by mothers as a model. 


On the diite referred to, a camp 


meeting 
was being held at Hope- 


well. 
Several hundred farmers were, 


present, 
including Whitehead uml 


Richbnrg. 
Both drank more whiskey 


than was good for them and when 
they encountered each other, there 
was trouble. 
Alter they had called 


each other names, Whitehead reached 
for his revolver.
